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1. I, Balaji Ragjiunathan, am one of the inventors of the subject matter which is 
claiooed and for which a patent is sought on the invention titled "Server Framework For A Database 
Server," having the serial number 09/747,426 and filed on December 22, 2000 (the "'426 
Application"), 

2. In flie Office Action having a mailing date of October 21, 2004, flie Examiner 
presented the reference Grant (U.S. Patent Pub. No. 2002/0099738, hereinafter the "Grant 
Application") as prior art under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) to reject pencUng claims 1-35. 

3. I have reviewed and understand the contents of the cited Grant Application. 

4. This written document is a declaration of prior invention to overcome the cited 
Grant Application. As a co-inventor of the subject matter of the rejected claims, I hereby submit 
this oath to overcome the Grant Application. 

5. As indicated on the face of the Grant Application, the earliest possible date on 
which the Grant Application was available as prior art under 35 U.S.C. §102(e) was November 22, 
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2000, namely, the priority filing date of the related U.S. Provisional Application No. 60/252,483. 
Accordingly, the earliest possible date to overcome is the effective filing date of November 22, 
2000. 

6. On information and belief, I first invented the subject matter of the *426 Application 
before November 22, 2000 as evidenced by Invention Disclosure Report No. P5745 ("the Report"). 
Exhibit A is a copy of the original Report as submitted by me to Sun Microsystems, Inc., my 
employer and the assignee of the *426 Application. The submission date, conception date, and first 
disclosure date have been redacted from the exhibit 

7. The Report discloses the subject matter of at least claims 1, 8, 15, 22, and 29 of the 
*426 Application. For example, the claimed concept of a server to handle one or more client 
requests mcludes obtaining one or more client requests for hierarchically organized data at a server, 
dividing the client requests into one or more smaller units (e.^-, via a "thread pool object")* and 
servicing the units in order is disclosed in tlie Report's '"Written Description". (5^^^ Exhibit A, page 
3). Thus, the Report supports concepti.on of the claimed invention on or before November 22, 
2000. 

8. In addition, the Report expressly states tliat the invention v^as actually reduced to 
practice on or before the date on which the Report was prepared. (See Exhibit A, page 4), 
Furthermore, constructive reduction to practice was acliieved at least by December 22, 2000, the 
filing date of die *426 Application. 

9. The time period taken for completion of the *426 application for filing constitutes 
reasonable diligence, During tiiis time period, I, the other co-inventor of the *426 application, and 
our representatives woriced reasonably hard and expeditiously to process die invention disclosure 
and prepare, execute, and file the *426 Application. Accordingly, there was reasonable diligence 
from on or before the November 22, 2000 effective filing date of the Grant Application to the 
December 22, 2000 filing of the *426 Application. 

I hereby declare that all statements made herein of my own knowledge are true and tiaat all 
statements made on information and belief are believed to be true; and further that these statements 
were made with the knowledge that willful false statements and the like so made are punishable by 
fine or imprisonment, or both, under Section 1001 of Tide 18 of tiie United States Code and tixat 
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such willful false statements may jeopardize the validity of the sij^lication or aay patent issued 
thereon.
